A tefcher with a narrow mind and 
selfish heart cannot infuse anything 
like hero worship or lofty aims into 
pupils, 

John Stuart Mill said that every 
man has twe educations; one he re- 
ceives from others; the other, mure 
valuable, he gives himself. The 
choice of books for reading is, in some 
sort, a choice of teachers. The wretch- 
ed fiction that finds its way into the 
hands of the rising generation is 
enough to undo the work of the best 
teaching under the sun. Young peo- 
ple will read novels. Good novels in 
moderation, like sweetmeat-, will do 
them no harm. The reading of the 
best fiction is a cultivation of the heart 
and an expansion of the mind. Thack- 
eray's novels, for instance, are in 
themselves a liberal education. The 
boy or girl who reads them is likely to 
become imbued with a contempt for 
shams and snobbery, meanness and 
deceit; and to learn to love whatever 
is Loble and lofty in humanity. The 
characters he draws for approval arc 
worthy of all love and admiration; 
those he scorches in the blaze of bis 
satire are deserving of all contempt.

A dispatch says the Pacific Im- 
provement Company (the Southern 
Pacific Railroad) will begin at once 
some extensive work in and around 
Monterey. They will erect a fine bath 
house near the present location of the 
Del Monte bath houses, in which will 
be placed apparatus tor steam batlis 
on a large scale. An engine for 
pumping the water out of the bay and 
heating it will be placed in the build- 
ing. The next thing will be the 
building of about fifty miles of rail- 
road, from the town of Monterey back 
to the town, making a complete cir- 
cuit of the peninsula, with Monterey 
in the center. The track is to follow 
along or near the water’s edge all the 
way to the mission.

remarked that one drawback, which 


the Democratic Congress has failed to 
correct, and which much of the intel 
ligent patriotism of the country views 
with regret, isthe policy which ob- 
structs the revival of our shipping.”

A FRIGHTFUL DISEASE, 


Glanders has made its appearance 
amoung the horses in the vicinity of 
Sacramento. This terrible disease is 
always fatal. Its course is often very 
slow, and a horse afflicted with it may 
live for months before giving up the 
ghost. Glanders attacks the mucous 
membranes of the nostrils, throat and 
lungs. One of its symptoms is a dis- 
charge from the nose. It is highly 
sontagious, and exposes the human 
subject to a horrible death. A parti- 


-cle of mucus snorted from the nostril 


of a glandered horse ani lodging in 
the eye of a man will communicate 
the infection. There is no cure. Ev- 
ery glandered horse should be shot as 
soon as the disease manifests itself. 
In England the law allows any man to 
shoot a glandered animal, even if it is 
the property of another. The protec- 
tion of human life demands the de- 
struction of any horse afflicted witha 
disease so dangerously contagious. It 
is to be hoped that no glandered ani- 
mal will be brought this side of the 
mountains, Let glanders once get in 
one of the large herds of horses run- 
ning on the hills up north, and it 
would be almost impossible to eradi- 
ca’e the scourge until half the horses 
in the country died of it. 

There is an anecdote told of a beau- 
tiful woman who, in passing from a 
bail-room to her carriage,felt the soft, 
velvety lips of a horse press against 
her cheek. The incident was a subject 
fur jest and laughter until she fell iil 
with a Sehage iemes and the attend- 
ing physicians thscovered the malady 
to be the dreadful malady called glan- 
ders. Science could not save the lady 
and she died. The kiss of a glandered 
horse may prove as fatal as the bite 
of a rattlesnake. 


WHOM DOES IC REPRESENT? 


The President of the United States 
is at present the guest of this State.

The Shotgun the Unly Punishment for 
Adultery in Califvrnia. 
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From the Saciumeatu Record-Union. 


The cases of Mrs, Bauer and Mc- 
Kee came up for examination yester- 
day upon the cnarge of adultery, 
with the badly shot coat and dress 
and the shivered bed post as circum- 
stantinl witnesses, but it is claimed 
that under the s'atute even the con- 
fession of the parties to the act would 
pot make a case of adultery, and that 
nething short of open avd habrtual 
cohabitation would constitute that of- 
tense. Without any reference, there- 
fere, to the absulute facts in the pres- 
ent cases, the defendunts were both 
discharged. The following is the 
statute on the subject: ‘Section 1.— 
Every person who lives in a state of 
notorivus cohabitation aud adultery is 
guilty of a misdemeauor, and is pun- 
ishable by a fine of not exceeding 
$1,000, or imprisonn.ent in the county 
jail not exceeding one year. Section 
2.—If two persons, each being mar- 
ried to another, live together in a 
state of open : nd notorious cuhabita- 
tion and adultery, each 1s guilty ofa 
felony, and is punishable by imprison- 
ment in the State prison not exceeding 
tive years.” It is held that under 
this statute single ucts of infidelity, 
which would be regarded and punish- 
ed as adultery in most states, and even 
any number of like offenses, promis- 
cuous or otherwise, so long as they do 
not become matter of “notoriety,” do 
not come under the prohibition of the 
Legislature, and are not regarded as 
un offense by the law, and have no 
penalty except by pistoi or shotgun.

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TAHOE AND THE TRUCKEE. 


What “Tahoe” Means—Dimensions and 
Depths of the Lake—The Fall of the 
Truckee Kiver, 


The last number of the Mining and 
Scientific Press contains a valuable 


article from the pen of Prof. John Le 
Conte, on the ‘‘Muuntain Lakes of the 
Sierra Nevada,” from which the fol- 
lowing, relative to Tuhoe and the 
Truckee river, is taken: . 


MEANING OF TAHOE. 


The meaning of the word Tahce is 
by no means certain. It is usually 
suid to be « Washoe Indian word, 
meaning ‘‘Big Water;’ according to 
others, “Elevated Water;” others, 
“Deep Water;” and others, “Fish 
Lake.” Whatever may be the meau- 
ing of this name, there cau be no ques. 
tion but that the Washoe Indians de- 
signated this remarkable bedy of 
water by some characteristic name 
long before the earliest pioneers of 
civilization penetrated into its seclud- 
ed mountain recess. 

I HYSICAL STUDIES OF LAKE TAHOE. 

During the summer of 1873 the 
writer embraced the opportunity af 
forded by « six weeks sojourn on the 
shores ot this lake, to undertake some 
physical studies in relation to this 
largest of the ‘‘gems of the Sierra.” 
Furnished with a guod sounding-line 
and a self-registering thermometer, he 
was enabled to secure some interest- 
ing and trustworthy physical results 
in regurd to this beautiful lake. 

(1) Depth. —It is well known that 
considerable diversity of opinion has 
prevailed in relation to the actual 
depth of this lake. Sensational news- 
mongers have unhesitatingly asserted 
that in some portions it is absolutely 
fathomless. it is needless tp say that 
actual souvdings served to dispel or 
rectity this popular impression. 
| soundings indicate that there is a deep 
subaqueous channel traversing the 
whole lake in its greatest dimensions, 
or south and north. : 

Beginning at the south end, near 
the ‘Lake House,” and advancing 
along the long axis of the lake direct- 
ly north towards the “Hot Springs,” 
at the northern end, a distance of 
about 18 miles, we have the following 
depths:

These figures show that this take 
exceeds in depth the deepest of the 
Swiss lakes, (the lake of Geneva), 
which has a maximum depth*of 334 
meters. 

Dimensions.—The greatest dimen- 
sion of this lake deviates but slightly 
from a meridian line. Its maximum 
length is about 21.6 miles, and its 
greatest width is about 12 miles. In 
consequence of the irregularity of its 
outline, it is difficult to estimate its 
exact area; but it cannot deviate much‘ 
from 192 to 195 square miles. 


Altitude.—The railroad surveys in- 
dicate that the elevation of the sur- 
face of its waters above the level of 
the ocean is about 6,247 feet. 

Drainage Basin. --Its drainage basin 
including iu this its own area, is esti- 
mated to be about 500 square miles. 
Probably ‘more than 100 affluents of 
various capacities—deriving their wa- 
ters from the amphitheater of svow- 
clad mountains which rise on all sides 
from 3,000 to 4,000 feet above its sur- 
face—contribute their quotato supply 
this lake. The largest of these afflu- 
ents is the Upper Truckee river, which 
falls into its southern extremity. 


THE TRUCKEE RIVER. 
The only outlet to the lake is the 


Truckee river, which carries the sur- 
plus water from a point on its north- 
westero shore out through a magnifi- 
cent gorge; thence northeast through 
the arid plains of Nevada into Pyra- 
mid lake. This river, in its tortuous 
course. runs a distance of over 100 
miles, and for about 70 miles (from 
Truckee to Wadsworth) the Ceutral 
Pacitic railroad follows its windings. 
According to the railroad surveys this 
river makes the following descents:

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wonderful isothermal change, which 
is leaving all the northern parts of 
the Sierra buried in snow, summer 
and winter, is caused by the denuda- 
tion of timber which the mountains 
have suffered through a beltbe ginning 
at Lake Tahoe and extending some 
twenty miles southward. Through 
the great gap thus left by the sweep- 
ing away of the forests, now flows the 
warm current of air which formerly 
moved—with something of the cir- 
cling motion of water in an eddy— 
far along the mountains to the north 
ward, 


CAUSES OF THE CHANGE. 


Professor Legate says it must not be 
supposed that the change has been 
caused merely on account of the gap 
or trough left by the clearing away of 
the forests. The denudation of the 
ground is the principal cause. The 
heat of the sun pouring down upon 
the broad belt of bare ground now 


reaching across the mountains, causes 
at that point an immense ascending 
column of heated air which draws in 
from the west the current which for- 
merly moved to the northward, and 
now all crosses the Sierra,’ passing in 
an upward and eastward direction. 
The great belt of denudation is im- 
mediately west of the Comstock mines 
and owes its. origin to the immense 
demand made on the forests of the 
Sierra at the nearest point for timber 
and fuel. As this demand still con- 
tinues, the bare belt across the mourt- | 
ains must steadily increase in width, 
and the new isothermal lise from year 
to year become more fixed and pro- 
nounced, At present all our railroads, 
flumes and otlier mgans and conveni- 
ences for bringing wood, lumber aod 
timbers down from the mountains, 
centre at the one point, aod all the 
northern part of the Sierra Nevada 
rdnge is liable to be buried under 
snow both winter and summer, neces- 
sitating the abandonment of many 


valuable ranches and large areas of |

The Bodie Stage Robbed Near Aurora-- 
One Robber Hilled and a Messenger 
Wounded--The Treasure Box Riffed. 


The stage from: Bodie for Carson 
was robbed about six miles this side 
of Aurora at two or three o'clock 
Sunday morning. The following are 
the particulars as tar as can be asver 
tained here. The night was dark ,an at 
the place and time indicated, Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s messenger, Mike Toby, 
who was on the stage, thought he 
heard a suspicious noise by the road- 
side. He stopped the coach and de- 
scending to the road, began to look 
for tracks. While thus engaged, a 
voice called out to him: 

“Ah, you —— — ——-; you're look- 
m, brs tracks, are you?” 

his call was followed by a dis- 
charge of firearms from persons who 
could not be seen in the darkness. 
One ot the horses was killed and To- 
hy was struck in the forearm by a ri- 
fle bullet, inflicting a painful wound. 
Toby got into the coach, and the rob- 
bers then threatened to kill every one 
in it if he fired a shot. Toby answer- 
ed: 
“You're doing all the shooting.” 
This emboldened one of the rob- 
bers, and he stepped up near the 
stage, when Toby emptied his gtin, 
charged with buckshot, into the fel- 
low’s breast, killing him instantly. 

The number of the robbers could 
not be ascertained in the darkness. 
After the death of one, the others 
biat a retreat and were pursued by 


Toby. While he was gone the ‘treas 
ure box was taken from the stage and 
rifled. 


It is supposed that one of the 
attacking party had either remained 
or eluded Toby’s pursuit and, coming 
back to the stage, captured the box. 
He did not succeed in capturing 
any one of the robbers. 

About $300 in cash was taken from 
the box. Itis said that a package 
containing $800 escaped notice. The

A New Railroad Project. 

The Quincy, Plumas county, Na- 
tional says there is talk of building a 
railroad from the Sacramento Valley 
to the Big Meadows. Several of the 
gentlemen gonnected with the Sierra 
Flume aud Lumber Company, recent- 
ly in the Big Meadows, reported that 
they contemplated the building of a 
narrow gauge to their timber, and 
further into Plumas if the business 
wuuld warrant it. They say that the 
available good timber has been cut 
away on the western slope, and that 
they must have rail communication 
with their Plumas timber lands or 
quit the business.

The 
steam fire engine was soon at the fie 
and did splendid work, keeping two 
streams of water constantly playing 
on the flames. 

The buildings in. Chinatown all 
face on one street. A deep irrigation 
ditch flows down thia street, “wash- 
ing” the quarter as Coleridge says the 
river Rhine doth wash the city of 
Cologne. In passing through China- 
town the water acyu:res a fertilizing 
value that adds much to the yield of 
the fields it irrigates, though it is no 
longer available for drioking purposes. 
This ditch furnished the engines an 
abundant and inexhaustible supply of 
water. 

The fire originated in the den of a 
Chinese prostitute on the north side 
of the street, and near the eastern end 
of the row of houses on that side. It 
was caused by the explosion of a lamp. 
The wind was froin the northwest and 
the flames spread rapidly to the build- 
ingsoa the southern side, The fire had 
gained a strong head before the en- 
gines could be got to the spot. Five 
or six buildings on each side of the 
strest burned down before the prog- 
ress Of the flames could be checked. 
It was fully an hour from the time the 
first engine arrived ov the ground be- 
fore the fire was completely subdued, 
uud the engines remained playing up- 
on the fallen ruins for some time af- 
terwarda, 

The citizens worked hard.to put out 
the fire. They manned the brakes of the 
hand engine, and kept them in con- 
stant motion. The firemen did nobly, 
standing with their hose and pipes in 
a scorching heat. The sprinkler noz- 
zle was a great protection to the men 
holding the pipe of No.1. It | jnter- 
posed a shield of spray between them 
and the fire, and but for its protection 
they could scarcely have gone where 
they did. At times the hose men 
were protected from the heat by doors 
and-shutters torn from the burning 
buildings and held up before them by 
voluntecrs. A score of brave and 
daring fellows could be named who 
did splendid work. Rene shoald be 
eons pir her ‘‘fire boys.” They risk 
‘Hfe and limb, expose themselves in 


seak in the water, drag themselves 
through dust and mud, labor to ex- 
haustion and disease, and after all get 
little credit. 

The Chinamen early commenced to 
pack their worldly goods and flee from 
the burning buildings. They rushed 
about in all directions, thoroughly 
confused and agitated, each with an 
armful of rubbish. They reminded 
one of ants whose nest had been torn 
open, each rushing away with a _ load, 
-no two going in the same direction, 
and every inch of ground swarming 
with life. Such possessions as the 
Chinese could save were scattered 
about the adjoining fields and open 
tspaces, Two barrels of liquor were 
rolled from one building into the deep 
ditch, where they were safe from fire 
and thieves. 

After a time, the Chinamen were 
compelled to work on the brakes of 
the hand engine. They soon had al.- 
most entire pessession of the ‘‘ma-

ed, It is difficult to get a correct 
‘idea of the value of the merctandise 
consumed.

The probabilit 
the total loss cannut exceed $10,000, 
and 1s likely much leas. The build- 
ings were small, one-story shells, with 
the exception of the Temple, which 
was the largest in the quurter, new, 
and two sturies in height.

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THE PRESIDENT’S VISIT. 


| Arrival of the Party—Speeches From 


The President, General Sherman and ~~ 


Secretary Kamsay-—Eloqaent Ex- 
preseions of Paternal and Fraternal 


Love—Immense Ff nthusiasm. 


The special train bearing the Presi- 
dential perty arrived in Reno at 12 
o'clock Tuesday. People flocked to the 
depot from all directions, and in a few 
minutes the platform was crowded. 
The hotel baleony was filled with la- 
dies. The Reno Brass Band was at 
the station and played some lively 


airs. Aftera few minutes delay, C. 
S. Varian appeared on the hotei bal- 
cony aod introduced the President in 
a few appropriate and well-chosen 
words. 


THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH. 
President Hayes was greeted with a 
storm of applause. He said: 


“ PELLOW Citizens: It affords me 
much gratification to meet you here 
to-day. The greeting which you give 
is addressed not to any person, as an 
individual, but to the representatives 
of the Government of the United 
State-. It is understood among our 
party that there is uo time for speech- 
inuking, and our stay among you must 
neces-artly be short. J can assure 
yu that the same kindly greeting 
you give to us, as representatives of 
the States east of the mo’ ntains, we 
bring you from them. We are glad 
t» meet you as brothers and sisters of 
the same nation, under one govern- 
ment—a people united and free, 
knowing no North and no South, no 
Exst and ne West in our friendship 
and sympathies for each other. And 
now, my friends, I will introduce te 
you one With whose name! am sure 
you are familiar, a soldier who I am 
‘sure you will be glud to see—General 
Sherman.” fApplause. } 

GEN. SHERMAN'S SPEECH. 
General Sherman was received with 
hearty cheers. He extended the fore- 
fiuger of his right hand, as if to poke 
away the applause, ana spoke as fol- 
lows: 


‘* FRIENDS, OF THE Mountains: [I 
am glad to see you all. Itis a great 
pleasure to me to get a glimpse of the 
old Sierra again. I 
try. in '46 —there are very few in this 
cruwd whw can say that, and yet I am 
not an old fellow either. » [Laughter]. 
[t was a very different looking coun- 
try then—no green meadows or fields 
of grain. You couldn’t buy a pan- 
cake for its weight in gold. I admire 
the heroism of those men of the early 
days, who came to this country when 
it wasa wilderness and transformed 
the sage plains into fertile fields. 
Their achievements deserve to rank 
above those of any of our 
Generals. We will not see you again. 
Wedo not return this way. From 
Carson we goto Lake Tahoe, and af- 
ier seeing California and Oregon go 
tv Arizona and home through New 
Mexico. Our train stops here only 
long enough to. befreconstructed, and I 
must not further occupy your time. 
Gud bless you all.” 


Three cheers were propofed for 
Sherman by someone in the crowd, 
and were given with a will. Presi- 
dent Hayes then introduced the Sec- 
retary of War, Mr. Ramsay, saying 
that he was Governor of Minnesota 
when that Territory had a population 
of only four thousand. 


SECRETARY RAMS\Y’S SPEECH. 


Cheers greeted the appearance of 
Mr. Ramsay, who said: 

‘"My friends: The time at my dis- 
posal forbids anything like speech 
makiog and relieves you and me of the 
neccessity for any labored remarks. I 
am pleased to greet you as citizens of 
our common country, & nation of vast 
and varied resources, and of teemin 
population—even leaving out the stuff- 
ing from South Carolina. [Laughter.} 
We are all impressed, in this journey 
from oreanto ocean,—particularly my 
friend General Sherman, who ig fond 
of marching to the-sea [Applause|— 
with the extent ofthese great United 
States, the vastness, of this great coun- 
try, as yet almost unpeopled. We 
are glad to feel that, coming from
